does not propose to formulate any de- 
cision for the present of the matters sub- 
ject to its examination. It will continue 
its sessions, but with the hope and expec- 
tation that a friendly and just settlement 
of all the differences wID make final de- 
cision on its part unnecessary." 


The London afternoon papers are unan- 


imous in expressing satisfaction at Lord 
Sjtlisburj *s announcement of the practical 
settlement of the Venezuelan difficulty., 
The Pall Mall Gazette says: "The pres- 
ence of Ambassador Bayard at the ban- 
quet gave additional enthusiasm to the 
satisfaction with which it was received. 
The solution is in every way honorable. 
The result will materially strengthen the 
ties between the two nations. 


The St. James Gazette says: "The 


question still remains, who shall be 
arbitrator? If it is the United States, 
the so called settlement covers surrender, 
for the United States has been the party 
to dispute and is not qualified to be me 
judge." 


The Globe thinks that is an "amicabb 


and honorable settlement, creditable alike 
to the diplomacy of Gr«*t Britain and the 
United States." 


The Westminster Gazette believes 


"Both Olney and Salisbury are entitled to 
say they have sacrificed no principle for 
Waich they originally contended." 


From the Venezuelan stand point the 


final agreement for any kind of arbitra- 
tion is in itself a distant victory. Vene- 
zuela has sought arbitration for forty 
years, but Great Britain's invariable reply 
has been that while arbitration was de- 
sired, yet settled districts which are re- 
garded as "sovereign British soil" are not 
open to arbitration. 


By Lord Salisbury's statement last night 


the arbitration will proceed on the accept- 
ance of the old common law rule of 
"Proscripting," and the understanding 
here is that the entire Venezuela-Guiana 
boundary will be thrown open to arbitra- 
tion it remaining for England to show 
that certain portions have been occupied 
by her subjects so long, peacefully and 
uninterruptedly, as to make conclusive 
territorial presumption.

The arbitration of ihe Venezuela matter 


Is a settled fact as all arrangements have 
been completed and all details of the ar- 
bitration treaty have been arranged. 
The final terms of the treaty were ar- 
ranged at Washington last night.

They were cabled to London and have 


been accepted. The treaty covers Ven- 
zuela only and does not include a general 
treaty of arbitration for all future dis- 
putes. The Venzuelan arbitration com- 
mission will consist of five arbitrators, 
two for the United States, two for Eng- 
land, the four to select the fifth. 


Venezuela will not be directly repre- 


sented. The treaty fixes fifty years of 
undisputed possession as the test of 
conclusive presumption of the right of 
occupancy in the settled districts.

OLD BARNS OF FLAGG'S LIVERY 


To Be Demolished and the New Struc- 


ture to Take Their Place. A 


Handsome 
Three-Story 


Brick Building. 


The livery barn soon to be erected by 


John A. Bond for the Kimbell estate will 
be the best building of the kind in this 
part of the state. It will take the place 
of the old barns occupied by J. H. Flagg 
for many years, in the rear of the Collins 
block and the Berkshire National bank 
on Main street. 


The plans were drawn by Architect E. 


T. Barlow of this city. The b»rn will be 
oi brick, 150 by 60 teet and three stories 
high. The first story will be an open 
shed for wagons and the horse stables 
will be on .the second floor. There will 
be accommodations for eighty horses. An 
inclined platform will lead from the 
ground floor to the second story, over 
which the horses will pass to and fro. 
The hay and grain will be stored in the 
third story, which will also contain a 
large storage room for carriages. 
An 


elevator will lead to the third floor, by 
means of which the carriages will be 
raised and lowered. 


The barn will contain all modern im- 


provements and the arrangement of the 
stables will be such that the greatest 
cleanliness can be easily preserved. It 
will be a city barn in all respects and will 
be much less objectionable to surrounding 
property than the old buildings it will re- 
place. It will have a handsome front and 
will give Mr. Flagg far better accommo- 
dations than he ever had before, besides 
being a very valuable addition to the 
Kimbell estate. 


The plans are no win the hands of con- 


tractors for bids, which will be submitted 
in a week or ten days, and the work will 
begin as soon as the contract cin be let. 


Mr. Flagg's livery will be quartered at 


different places wherever suitable accom- 
modations can be found while the old 
buildings are being torn down and the 
new one is being erected. He will be sub- 
jected to great inconvenience lor the time 
but at the end of the operation he will 
have the most complete facilities for the 
livery business of any one in Western 
Massachusetts. 


RAILROAD COMPANY SUED, 


Damages Demanded for Killing of a 


Man at Adams. 


P. L. Tilton went to Pittsfleld this 


morning, the date set for taking up in 
the superior court his case against the 
Boston and Albany Railroad compauy. 
On the 13th of last December Ralph Mar- 
tin of Savoy, Mr. Tilton's brother-in-law, 
was killed by a train at the Park street 
crossing in Adams. Mr. Martin was about 
50 years old and blind. He was in a wagon 
with his 15-years-old son and they were 
driving across the track when the wagon 
was struck by a train and smashed. Mr.

EDITOR TRANSCRIPT :—I have known 


Williatnstown since 1842, and for the past 
few weeks have made my home with old 
friends, Mr. and Mrs. A. E. Smith of 
Hoxie avenue. Grand old town! but how 
charged since it was my wont with a few 
voices from my old choir to help Dr. 
Smith and his choir at the baccalaureate 
exercises in the old church on the hill. 
Days of precious memory, and only three 
days before the doctor died we lived over 
the times of long ago. When I opened 
his office door he was reading the Bible. 
This was his greeting: ' 'Come in, Ned, 
and we will have a real good visit." My 
call lasted nearly an hour, and it proved 
to be our last interview. This was on 
Thursday, and he died on Sunoay. His 
death was a shock to me. How well I 
remember a sermon by Dr. Hopkins from 
the text: "They shall Mount upon Wings 
as Eagles."

It was one of many remarkable sermons 


from a remarkable man. The death of 
Mrs. Gavitt was a great loss tp her family 
and the church.

I miss many old friends—gone to the

More light by 
night is wanted in the streets of Williams- 
town.

The railroad companies rarely 


give np a reliable, faithful man. He 
may become maimed and unfit for the 
most remunerative positions and be 
forced to accept some humbler place 
with a smaller salary attached to it, 
but it is an unwritten law with most of 
the great railroad companies that tha 
man who is injured in their service 
shall bo placed iu some position where 
ho may obtain his livelihood. 


Thua it may happen that when you 


fall in conversation with the man who 
occupies a humble switohhouse or a 
flagman's Bhanty yon are talking with 
one who has had his share of excitement 
and been through experiences that 
would make the hair of the average man 
stand upon eud. A reporter met a 
switchman the other day the pathos of 
whoso life was expressed in tho wooden 
leg which hti used, and as tho Empire 
dashed by h» lool;sd up and said: 


"Ye;j, I like railroading. I have been 


in the business all ray life and expect to 
gpeiid the rest of iuy days over the rails, 
but I am quite content to retutiin hero 
iu my Jittlo cottage aud tend to my flag- 
ging rather than have tho position of 
the man who holds the throttle on that 
big eiiyiun which just whizzed by here, 
you may think it a snap to sit there 
nncl ride over the country at the rate of 
a mile a rniiiulo, but I tell you tho mau 
carries a Jond of responsibility OD hig 
shoulders which J would not want on 
rniuo and which tho average man knows 
very little aliout. I know something cf 
it, for I was fireman Mime years ago oa 
one cf the la<-t engines au,l lost my log 
in an accv'ut hctv. oeu here and Al- 
bany. Eat if I had cvne nut of that ac- 
cident as sound as you are I never 
should ha-\ a been able to hold my iiervo 
for any more fust trips. Thai finished 
me for that v ork.'' 


"Then if n nan has been hmt in a 


railroad accidfiit it makes him scary 
of that kind of work, does it?" asked 
the r' porter. 


"Yon 
befc it does," answered tho 


switchman with emphasis "and. don't 
let any one fool you that it doesn't. The 
man who was raimiug that engine tho 
d<iy I was hurt escaped with hardly a 
scratch, but ho iiever could keep his 
timo up the way he did before that and 
finally was put on a freight engine, 
\vhcio tho running was a great deal 
slower. 


"I shall never torget the way he look- 


ed the afternoon the smash np occurred. 
Just before the crafeh came I looked at 
him. 
We were rounding a curve down 


by Srl.enectddy. His long gray hair 
was flowing iu the breeze, hia face was 
get and hia eyes fixed on tha track 
ahead. 


"All at once he jumped to hia fecn 


and revei=cd tho lover and exclaimed iu 
a startled tone, 
'My God, we are 


caught I' It was probably not more than 
half a minute after when I was lying 
beneath the engine with my leg crush- 
ed, utterly unconscious of tho fact that 
a great wreck had occurred, but every 
movement aud occurrence of that half 
minuto i.-i as vividly impressed upon niy 
mind as if it had taken weeks of time 
to impress it there. 


"As ho spoke I looked through the 


cab window ahead of us, and there, 
within 20 rods, was a freight engine 
coming straight at us, and there was no 
possible, chance to escape a crash. Tho 
eii-pucer \vas doing his duty. I knew 
that. Ho was reversing t he lever, apply- 
ing the brakes aud doing his beet to 
avert what he knew was inevitable, but 
I hurt nothing to do. aud it seemed as if 
everything in juy life was before me in 
tho^e few seconds. I felt absolutely sure 
1 was going todie. Strange as it may 
f-eem, the thought did not fecm horrible 
io me. A whole lot of the slang say- 
ings, such a?, 'You are learning (o firo 
Jicre in this world BO as to be prepared 
J'or the next,'and'You won't iniud » 
tint job over there,'and a number of 
those stale things which a fireman has 
to take, cr.me into my head, and even 
in that awful position it occurred to me 
iu a humorous sort of way that I had 
made a good start here below, or here 
above, as I might say. The next mo- 
j^ent I was thinking of my wife und 
children—yes, and of mother, too, who 
had been dead a number of years. A 
man always thinks of his mother at socfc 
a time. Bat I don't think I had a jwi- 
tide of fe'ir of death. The-last thing 
that was on my mind was tbe question, 
Who was. to blamo for tho accident! 
And that is the last I remember. 


v "When I came to my senses, I wan 


in a hospital and was minus a leg. 
Since then I havo been constantly em- 
ployed one way and another by the rail- 
road company, but I never see ouo of 
the fast trains go by without thinking 
of that w i-'ck. The engineer miraculous- 
ly escaped with scarcely a bruise, but it- 
fiuWied him for that kind of work. He 
wa<? always seeing engines ahead of him 
after that, and I havo heard that more 
than ciicn he has slowed up hia train in 
order not to collide with an imaginary 
cjis'iie, which I havo no doubt was as 
real to him as it was on the r.ficrnoeu 
the wreck I speak of occurred. Aa I said 
before, ho was transferred to a freight 
engine, but 'even there he was timid 
and finally left the load altogether. 


"You oau put it dowu as a pretty 


sure thing that when an engineer has 
been in an rtccident once he is minus a 
good '-hare oi the nerve which it takes 
to make his runs on time to the tiek, 
and if ho isn't on time he has jrot to go 
sooner or later."'—Rochester Democrat 
and Chronicle.

Mr. Bayard's Remarks.

tional sense, that the heart of the 
people, which it is my highest honor to 
represent, was echoed in a verdict that 
could not be misunderstood, standing 
e» it does for national honor, and the 
continuity of national 
obligations.

When Lord Salisbury arose to reply

After thanking the 
lord mayor and the others present for 
the warmth of the welcome extended 
to him, he said: "I thank the ambassa- 
dor of the United States for his pres- 
ence here and for joining a great his- 
torical meeting. l!y the few words he 
has uttered he has raised his own plane 
of observation so far above the mere 
level of party, though contrary to prac- 
tice to remark upon the internal poli- 
tics of other »tates, I may be permit- 
ted,

impertinence, to con- 


gratulate him upon the 
splendid 


pronouncement the great people he 
represents have made in behalf Df the 
principles which lie at the i>aso of all 
human society (Cheers).

Lord Salisbury repudiated 


the idea that there was necessarily 
permanent antagonism between Great 
Britain and Russia. (Cheers). Such 
an idea was a superstition of antiqua- 
ted diplomacy. He had, he said, good 
ground for believing that Russia had 
the same views. He did not desire to 
imply that there was any power with 
•w hich Great Britain would specifically 
act. He only protested against the 
idea that any power was especially 
Great Britain's opponent. He would 
not say there would be difficulty in 
concurring in any scheme to exercise 
force if the other powers agreed, but 
he did not know whether the use of 
force was meditated against Turkey. 
He referred to the latest promises of 
reform made by the sultan, and said 
that the future alone could determine 
how far even such humble promises as 
these would be realized. 
He hoped 


the powers would be able to convince 
Turkey that she was drifting in the 
current towards an abyss, and that 
•'hey would succeed in diverting hei 
before she arrived at the edge.

WHEAT AGAIN BOOM INC, 


Probability of a Scarcity in the World 


Again Starts a Hear Campaign. 


Chicago, Nov. 10.—The news concern- 


Ing the probability 'of a scarcity of 
wheat in the world before next har- 
vest was more emphatic 
yesterday 


than it has been at any time, notwith- 
standing that December wheat at the 
close of the session was only % cent 
higher than it rested on Saturday, and 
May wheat without any change what- 
ever. The spread between December 
and May which on Saturday was 4% 
cents is now reduced to 4 % cents. Af- 
ter momentary hesitation as to its 
course for the day wheat appeared to 
make its mind up promptly to a con- 
tinuation of its bull campaign. Decem- 
ber, vi hich Saturday closed at 78% 
cents, was offered freely for a few mo- 
ments at the start at 78 [tents and some 
was even parted with at Tl%. It im- 
mediately thereafter commenced to 
climb. On occasions durh.g its advance 
when it took too long a step it would 
elide back a little, but until it touched 
60 cents—and it did that before tho 
session was two hours old—it gave no 
sign of being tired by its active exer- 
tions. In the afternoon the prices had 
a bad break. December had a quick 
reaction from around 80 to TSJi cent?. 
nnd then after a blight recovery to 
7S)1! cents, it began a further but more 
gradual decline to 78 H cents, and it 
stood at 7S^ cents as the session was 
ending.
